'No  Minors  Allowed' 


“You  mean  I don’t  need  my 
minor?” 

Such  were  the  cries  often  heard 
at  Registration  as  students  were 
confronted  with  the 
announcement  from  Dr.  Robert  K. 
Thomas,  BYU’s  academic  vice 
president,  that  academic  minors 
will  no  longer  be  required  for 
graduation. 

For  seniors  graduating  in  June  or 
August,  the  change  in  requirements 
means  they  can  graduate  with  or 
without  a minor  administered 
through  the  major  department 
(depending  upon  the  major 
department’s  exigencies  and  the 
student’s  wishes). 

LOOKAHEAD 

However,  as  of  Sept.  1,  1969, 
students  seeking  minors  (other 
than  teaching  minors)  will  find  that 
minor  requirements  will  be 
controlled  by  departments  issuing 
the  minors.  For  minor-seeking 
students,  those  departments  must 
also  give  certification  for 
graduation,  along  with  the  major 
department. 

As  of  Sept.  1 , students  who  elect 
not  to  have  minors  can  graduate 
from  the  university,  provided  their 
major  departments  do  not  require  a 
minor. 

Teaching  minors  will  fulfill 
requirements  of  and  be  certified  by 
the  College  of  Education 
beginning  Sept.  1,  according  to  the 


requirements  of  Utah’s  State  Board 
of  Education. 

Today  it  is  very  common  for  U.S. 
universities  not  to  require  minors, 
according  to  Dr.  Chauncey  Riddle, 
department  chairman  of  the 
university’s  curriculum  committee. 

“The  curriculum  committee,  the 
dean’s  council,  and  the  chairmen  of 
the  various  college  departments 
have  discussed  the  change  in  BYU’s 
graduation  requirements  for  the 
past  10  months,”  Dr.  Riddle  said. 

“It  is  hoped  that  this  change  will 
make  the  attainment  of  a minor 
become  more  meaningful,”  Dr. 
Riddle  added.  “Since  the 
requirement  for  minors  will  soon 
be  administered  by  the  individual 
departments,  the  college  may 
increase  their  minor  requirements’ 
rigors.”

“As  a new  semester  begins,  I 
want  to  take  this  opportunity  to 
express  my  appreciation  to  the  vast 
majority  of  the  student  body  who 
have  faithfully  adhered  to  the 
standards  of  this  institution. 

“This  performance  on  the  part  of 
our  students  is  largely  responsible 
for  commendations  we  receive 
every  day  as  to  the  excellence  of 
our  student  body;  it  is  responsible 
specifically  for  the  fine  article 
which  was  published  in  the  U.S. 
NEWS  AND  WORLD  REPORT  of 
January  20,  with  the  headline  ‘No 
Flag  Burning  at  BYU— a University 
without  trouble.’ 

“The  article  possibly  overstates 
our  virtues,  but  I want  to  express 
my  appreciation  to  you  students 
for  conveying  the  impression  in 
that  article. 

“We  urge  all  students  to,  as 
President  McKay  has  said, 
‘Remember  who  you  are,  for  what 
you  stand,  and  act  accordingly.’ 
Your  personal  dress  and  grooming 
standards  set  you  apart  from  other 
students  who  frequent  other 
campuses  who  do  not  have  our 
standards.”

The  following  letter  was  sent  to 
President  Wilkinson  following  the 
appearance  of  the  article  in  U.S. 
News  and  World  Report  featuring 
BYU:Dear  Doctor  Wilkinson: 

I have  enjoyed  reading  about 
your  university  in  U.S.  News  and 
World  Report.  As  an  old-time 
teacher,  it  is  comforting  to  know 
that  there  is  at  least  ONE  school 
being  run  by  the  administrators, 
rather  than  by  an  idiotic  small 
minority  of  alleged  students.  My 
congratulations!!! 

On  July  8,  1957,  I came  across 
the  Nevada-Utah  state  line, 
eastbound  on  route  50.  Just  over 
the  line  I stopped  the  car  and  said 
to  my  wife:  ‘‘Well,  I have 
graduated  now-this  is  the  48th 
state  I have  been  in,  over  the 
years.”  Since  then  Alaska  and 
Hawaii  have  become  states,  so  I 
can  no  longer  crow  about  having 
seen  “all  of  our  states”! 

We  were  travelling  with  an 
Airstream  travel  trailer  and  I have 
a habit  of  keeping  a diary  from 
day  to  day  on  our  travels.  It  may 
amuse  you  to  read  the  following 
excerpt  from  my  diary  of  that 
day:  “At  1:37  p.m.  we  came  to 
the  Utah  State  hne,  out  in  the 
open  country,  with  nothing  but  a 
road  marker  to  announce  that 
fact,  plus  a filling  station  just  on 
the  Nevada  side,  taking  advantage 
of  a last  opportunity  to  advertise 
that  state’s  legalized  depravity  by 
such  signs  as  “NEVADA 
BOUNDARY  CLUB”,  “SLOT 
MACHINE  INSIDE”,  and  a big 
placard  reading  “DRINKING 
CUSTOMERS  WANTED,  NO 
EXPERIENCE  NECESSARY!” 

We  stopped  for  the  night  at  a 
trailer  park  in  Provo,  run  by  a Mr. 
Seely,  to  whom  I gave  one  of  my 
books  for  the  privilege.  The  next 
night  we  were  at  Heathcliff  Motel 
and  Trailer  Park  at  Salt  Lake  City. 
The  proprietor  there  also 
suggested  a copy  of  my  book,  in 
lieu  of  cash  for  his  charge.  In  the 
evening  we  went  up  to  the  Temple 
grounds  and  listened  to  a 
30-minute  recital.  My  diary  says 
“There  were  no  contribution 


boxes  and  no  admission  charges. 
Refreshing!” 

My  only  regret  is  that  our 
limited  time  did  not  permit  a 
longer  stay  in  your  grand  state. 
Being  a life-long  teetotaler  as 
regards  the  twin  poisons  liquor 
''and  tobacco,  it  was  a pleasure  to 
escape  all  the  slummy  promotion 
features  of  these  things.  Tell  your 
students  I think  they  should  feel 
PROUD  of  your  restrictions  along 
such  lines.  I am  enclosing  a tear 
sheet  from  my  book— which  may 
amuse  you.  May  God  continue  to 
bless  you  and  your  people  for  the 
wonderful  things  you  do  and 
stand  for.

He  hoj 
receive  his  degree  in  June  of  1970,  and  go  on  for  a doctorate  at  e 
Stanford  or  Michigan. 

His  hobbies  include  referring  to  everyone  by  his  last  name  (a  pet 
of  mine !),  motorcycling  and  target  shooting.  He  lists  his  marital  stai 
“single  at  the  present  time”— a far  cry  from  his  reply  last  year,  wl 
answered  firmly,  “Single  until  they  build  the  temple  in  Provo.  Aft« 
it’s  an  hour’s  drive  to  Salt  Lake  and  they  haven’t  even  finished  the  fr< 
yet.”

Cats  Drop 
Aggies  In 


Mat  Battle

A fantastic  win  streak  was 
broken  last  night  in  the  Fieldhouse 
before  5,000  plus  screaming  fans  as 
the  BYU  Cougars  upset  the 
defending  NCAA  wrestling  champs 
from  Oklahoma  State  by  a 16-14 
count. 

It  was  the  first  time  that  a team 
outside  Oklahoma  had  ever  beaten 
the  Aggies  in  wrestling  in  48  years. 
During  that  time  the  Aggies  have 
won  26  of  37  NCAA 
championships  and  have  been 
classified  in  wrestling  as  UCLA  is  to 
basketball. 

The  win,  according  to  observers, 
is  the  biggest  single  event  in  the 
history  of  the  BYU  wrestling 
program. 

The  turning  point  in  the  match 
came  early  as  Efraim  Escalante 
wrestling  at  130  lbs  defeated 
Dennis  Crow  of  the  Aggies  6-5  with 
a take-down  in  the  last  few 
seconds.  With  the  score  tied  at  3-3 
Crow  scored  a take-down  with  less 
than  30  seconds  left  to  make  the 
score  5-3,  OSU. 

But  Escalante  escaped  with  18 
seconds  left  putting  the  score  at 
5-4,  with  the  valiant  Cougar  still 
behind.  But  with  five  seconds  left 
on  the  clock,  Efraim  turned  defeat 
into  victory  with  a take-down  to 
put  the  score  at  the  winning  6-5 
margin. 

Rondo  Fehlberg  repeated  the 
Cougar  surge  in  the  145  lb.  division 
as  he  pinned  his  man  after  being  on 
the  short  end  of  a 9-7  score. 
Fehlberg  fought  back  to  earn  the 
pin  after  nearly  being  pinned 
himself  earlier  in  the  match. 

Bill  Osborne,  wrestling  in  the 
160  lb.  class,  put  the  victory  away 
for  the  Cougars  as  he  whipped 
highly  touted  Katsumi  Suzuki  7-4. 
This  put  the  score  at  1 6-5  and  made 
the  Cougar  lead  insurmountable.
